Good hope thus, and a proſperous winde filling 
their Sayles, they houeredalong by the Coaſt of GMs- 
is, which lyes vpon the head of Poringall, to the 
Northward. In paſſing by which, the Shippe being 
clecre, andthe ſhores quiet, the Captaine comman- 
ded them to caſt Anchor before a certaine Towne 
called Cris, which had a Plat-forme, - or Fort with

Then ,he being perteCt in the French tongue, wrote 
a Letter in that Language to the Gouernour or Cap- 
taine of the Fort, -importing thus much, That they | 
were poore diftrefled French-men, driuen thither by 
ſome Turkifh menof Warre, and flying to them ( as 


. totheir friends ) for ſuccour : pretending their grea- 


teſt want to be YVoodforfiring, and freſh Water, to 


 relicue them, of both which neceffarics, they knew 


that place aboundantly ſtored, and for which they 
would giue any reaſonable content, | 
Thus rydingat Anchor in fight of the Towne, and 
their Cack-boate being loſt ina ftormez they had ho 
other deuice to conuey the Letter to the Spaniſh 
Commander, than by fending a Sayler vpon an emp- | 
ty Hogſhcad, with an Oare in his hand to guide him

ro Land, he being very skilfullbochia the Frexch, and 
ſwimming. 7 oo HORS I as 
The Spaniard: ſeeing a man making tothem inthat 
ſtrange manner,thought verily they were-men diſtreſt 
indeed, and thereupon Manning out of a Skiffe to 
meet and receiue him, they tooke him in. 

The Letter ſpake his buſineſſe to the Spexiſs Cap- 
taine, who talking further in the Frexch to the Marri- 
ner, and being thereupon certainely- affured of their 
diſtrefle, determinedto fel] to them ſuch commodi- 
ries as they wanted, atas deere a rateas heconld; and 
for that purpoſe commanded another Skiffe ro bee 
Manned out with certaine Spaniards, wha ſuſpeRing 
nothing; haſtened to. goe aboard the Pinnace,. with 
their Captaine in company. - | 

In the meane time Captaine Quayle had-ſhut his 
Port-holes cloſe, and hid his Ordnance : diſcouering 
not aboue fiue men vpon the Hatches,who ſeemed to 
carry fickly faces, and weake bodyes, and were all vn- 
armde, - The Spevierds are joytully cmbraced and 
welcomed : ſuch poore viftuals as theyhad: aboard 
were with arguments of much loue ſet before them :

This Entertainment. carrying away all ſuſpitzon 
with it,Capraine Quaile invited the Spaniſs Captaine 
and the reft of, his company ro-his Cabbin. Ja pathng 
to which, the Spuwſh Commander eſpied. a, pecce. of 
Ordnance; at which ſtarting backe,, and.not balfe 
well pleaſed, demanding why jt lay there, Quw/e cx»

cuſed it, and (aid, that was all the proteQion they car- - 
rycd about them, to defend them from dangers: and | 
fo wich as mach Cunningas hee could, hee drew by 
complement, and diſguiſed faire language, all the 
Spamards into his Cabbin: whither withgood words 
ke welcommed thern, and ſaluted them with Cannes 
of Wine, which whiles they were tcfling { albeit the 
Spaniardis the moſi temperate drinker in the watld 
and Captaine Qeazie withhis foote'giuing a knocke 
for more z That figne of the foot was a watch-word 
to fetch vp all. his Mairinersz who crying S!,George, 
appearcd in their fullnumber, cuery man armde with 
a chargde Piſtol]; and ſhort Sword drawne in his 
hand. _. 

The Spaniards aſtoniſhed at this vaexpe&ed ſurpri- 
fall, ſecirig no remedy, yeelded themſelues, and fo. 
were all taken priſoners : an aſſurance being given 
them by the Engliſh Captaine vpon the oath of a 
Souldier. (his honour) and the faith of an Exg/jſ- 
man, which toan Enemy he (cornes to breake, not a 
Spaniard theredhould be in any danger for his life, ſo 

would be quietand filent, otherwiſe Death, 

Certaine Fiſhermen were all this while round a- 
bour themat their labour, yetperceiued nothing. 

With all ſpeed theretore that poſſibly could bee 


their Priſoners. ſure, Manned out the two S2ewi 
Skiffes with his Eng fb Muskatiers every one 0! 
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Then, with great CircumſpeRion (attended vp- 


on by a reſolution to meete Death face to face) 

landed themſelues , and (aQiue as fire) ſuddenly 
with lictle or no danger art all, ſurprized the Plar- 
forme, and with the ſame dexteritie were Maſters 
of the Fort : for the a being quicke as lightning, ſo 
amazed the Spanieras, that it tooke from them all 
apprehenſion not onely of feare, but preuention, or 
acknowledgement of that danger which trod vpon 
their heeles. So that Captaine Quai/e, what with 
his owne ſuccefle and the others aſtoniſhment, in a 
ſhorr time, and without reſiſtance, ſeized vpon the 
Ordnance of the Plat-forme, which turning and dil- 
charging vpon the Towne, and his owne Barke like- 
wiſc giuing fire to her Pieces on the other ſide, A- 
way ranne the people, to the number of Two hun- 
dred perſons, beſides Women and Children. Ar 
the noiſe of theſe ſudden terrours, the Fiſhermen 
likewiſe, cutting their Nets, haſtened as faft as they 
could to ſhore,hauing more care to ſaue themſelues 
than to catch any Fiſh; and fo flying vp into the 
Countrey, the Towne was left naked, and lettento 
new Land-lords. VVho mecting no Spartards wil. 
ling to be their Tenants, and the Exg;þ-men them- 
ſelues being loath to tarrie amongſt ſuch bad neigh- 
bours, rhey rifled both the Fort and the Towne, 
and had the Pilaging of both, for Eight houres to- 
gether, In which time, they hurried to their Ship 
any thing that was of value, and beſides the abun- 


dance of much riches, they brought away the Ord- 
nance

nance of the Fort, the Bell out of the Church, and 
the Challice : and fo (without wrong to their per- 
ſons) putting their $panifþ Priſoners into their owne 
Skiffes, to ſhore they ſent them, with a warlike, tri- 
umphing Farwell from their owne Pieces, and are 
now wich much honour arriued in Exgland, 


If this Example noble Country-men cannot glue 
you ſufficient Incouragement, doe but looke backe 
into the former Ages, and takea briefe ſuruay what 


Honourable attempts, exploits, vndertakings, and 
ſtratagems, haue in forraigne Gountrics becne en-. 
terprized and atchieued by the Ewg/ſb, when braue 
John of Gann, Duke of Lancaſter 8c. beeing but a 
Subie, without borrowing or charging of the 
Kings treaſures, out of his owne Purſe and Coffers, 
and aſſiſted by his Friends and ſnck voluntary Gen- 
tlemen, as craned dependance vpon his - Fortunes, 
without Preſſe or compelling any man, beating vp 
his Drummes, leauied ſo ſufficient an Army, that 
with it hee Conquered all Spaize, remoued the V- 
ſurper, and reinſtated the expulſed Dow Pedro, and 
after by Interchangeable Marriages, made himſelfe 
and ſucceſſive Iſſue, compertitors and allies to the 
Crowne and Dignitie Imperial], 

Of what Honours our Nation haue purchaſed 
from the Frexch, even their owne Chronicles, with- 
out the flatteric of ours, giue ample and ſufficient 
teſtimonie : VVitneſle the Battailes of Poyrreys and 
Creſſie, tought by the Inuincible Souldier ( for the

great terrour which hee brought into France) called 
the Blacke Prince,who with Inimitable valour, Cou- 
rage vndaunted, and expeditionalmoſt beyond hu- 
maine apprehenſion againſt infinite oddes, and no. 
thing on his owne parcie to incourage him, ſaue 
want of number and difaduantage of place, yct not- 
withſtanding, not onely deſrouted their mightie 
Armies killing many and defeating all.But brought 
the King Do/ph1n, and all the Prince peeres of the 
land Pcifoners,and preſented them at the feete of his 
Father. 

The Scorch King taking the aduantage of the King 
of Exzlands then being in France, who lay at Calice, 
made Inrodes and Incurftons into this Land,whom 
the Queene Phihp then deſtitute of all her Nobilitic 
and Gentry, as being then with the King her Huſ- 
band in Frexce) met with an Army of Prieſts, Huſ- 
bandmen, Artificers,and ſome few Gentlemen,gaue 
him Batraile, vanquiſht his Armie, tooke him Pri> 
ſoner, and added one thing more to the cternizing 
of her Husbands and Sonnes famous and renowned 
valours, : 

I omit the great Battaile fought by Henry the Filt 
at Agincourt, with many others, and leaft I be taxed 
of too great adigreſhion returne to the former dif- 
courſe by me promiſed, and I make no queſtion by 
you expeCted, 


In Lisbexe not long fince,a young Marchant (who The 2. Ho. 


for diuers reſpe&s defires to haue 
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falling in diſcourſe about the valour of ſeuerall Na- 
tions, they ſo tarre exceeded in the hyperbolies of 
their owne praiſe, that they bluſht nor to affirme, 
that one Spaniard was able to beate two Ermg/fh-men 
out of the Field, which tlicy in their braggadeſme 
inforced ſo farre, that though the reſt were (ilent, 
this young Gentleman not able to concealea true 


Engliſh ſpirit, after fome retort of language, there 


madea proteſtation, That if it pleafed the Gouer- 
nour to giue him leaue, hee himſelfe would vnder- 
take, (making choiſe of his VVeapon) to fight ſingly 
againſt three of the proudcſt Champions they 
would produce againſt him ; to cut off Circum- 
ſtance, the Chalenge was accepted, the Gouernour 
prepared the combirants, with the time and place 
appointed : a great confluence of people affcmbled : 
where one young Merchant, armed onely with his 
Sword and a Spaniſh Pike in the lifts appeared,who 
by the three aduerſaries was boldly and reſolutely 
charged : but God and his good Caule defended 
him ſo well, that the Combate continued nor long, 
till one of them he had layd dead at his foote, and 
hauing receiued from them ſome few ſcratches, 
with the lofle ofa ſmall quantitic of blood,but with- 


out danger, hee fo aCtively and reſolutely behaued 


bimſelfe againft the ſuruiuors, that they afcer di- 
uers wounds from him recciued begin to quaile in 
their former courage, and fight more faintly and 
turther off, which the Gouernour perceiuing, com- 
manded the Combat to ceaſe, and withall co guard 


him

the Engliſh-man from the furie of the diſpleaſed 


multitude, who could haue found in their hearts to 
haue pluckt him in peeces, where calling him vp to 
him conueyed him ſafe to his houſe,and after much 
commendation of his valour, very nobly ſecured 
him to his Ship, wiſhing him for his owne ſafety to 
be ſcene no more aſhoare, whoſe counſell he follow. 
ed; and fince with much Enuy from them, and 
great Honour to vs,he is arriued in his owne Coun- 
rey. 

[ defice to be tedious in nothing , but will ac- 
quaint you with another Exploit, no lefſe remarke- 
able then the former, performed in the beginning 
of this laſt Moneth Aprell, and thus it was :

Tonne burthen : He being thus at Sea, was chaſed 
by a tall man of Warre a Dwnkirker, who came to- 
wards them as if ſhee meant te ouer-runne them at 
once and bury their ruines in the bottome of the O- 
cean, which warner perceiuing, pretended to make 
away with one of his Pinaces, as if hee purpoſed to 
ſauc a ſtake and leaue the other to the enemies furic 
and ſpoyles. The Dunkirker not able to faſten on 
both at once, tooke the aduantage of the firſt, in- 
tending when hee had ſeazed her to make like priſe 
of the other, hales her, boards her : his Saylers and 


Souldiers being all greedy of bootic negleR their

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owne Ship, onely bnſying themſclues in the rifling 

f theother, where I leaue them all bufie at worke; 
\\hich warner perceiuing, and not willing to ſlacke 
{5 good an opportunitie, takes the aduantage ofthe 
winde, ſuddenly caſteth about and ſeazeth vpon the 
Dazkirks Ship, whoſe men were moſt of them a- 
board his other Pinacez boards her, takes her, mans 


' her, and now being armed with her firength 


Commands both his other Pinace, and all the Ene- 
mics aboard her, by which Stratagem, heenot one- 
ly ranſomed his owne, but ſubdued his Enemies, 
made prize both of Ship and goods, and tooke all 
the men Priſoners. A noble incouragement to all 
the braue Captaynes and Commanders of our Na- 
tion, to ſtriue to Imitate him in his reſolution and 
valour. 

And thus worthy Country-men you ec that not- 
withſtanding the proud braues of the publike Enc- 
my their ſcandals and calumnies, with all the afper- 
ſions of diſgrace that their malice can deuife, to caſt 
vpon our Kingdome and Countrey, maugre their 
Inuafions threatned on Land, or their nauall ery- 
umphs boafted at Sea; how the great Creator of all 
things, in whoſe fight pride, vaine-glory, and ambi- 
tion are abominable, can when hee pleaſe by the
